PROPER stocking and brush control 
pay off even more im drouth. 
Fifteen county agricultural agents or 
assistants and cight vocational agri 
culture teachers who recently com- 
pleted the Sixth Range School saw 
plenty of evidence this is truc 


In the three weeks course, they 
visited ranches and studied manage 
ment on them from Jacksboro south 
to Cuero and west to Kerrville. The 
course on wheels covered some 1,400 
miles. Field and classroom study in 
cluded plant identification, proper 
utilization, judging of range condition 
classes, brush and poisonous plant 
control, deferred and rotation grazing, 
range resceding and range economics. 
The course provides college credit, 
but most of those attending wanted 
to get more background information 
so they could better serve their farm 
ers and ranchmen on range problems. 

‘The course was conducted by the 
Range and Forestry Department of 
Texas A. and M. College im coopera 
tion with the Extension Service. Dr 
V. A. Young, Head, and O. FE. Sperry, 
Professor, conducted the first course 
back im 1947. ‘This first course was so 
successful that they and the writer 
have helped, plan, conduct and teach 
the past five range schools. A commit- 
tee of extension district agents work 
ing through ther county agents help 
plan the complete itinerary for the 
range school cach vear including 
ranches to be visited, noon and mght 
stops, accommodations facilities 
Also, the area of the state to be visited 
is selected so that it will be of most 
benefit to those attending 

So what have been the results of 
these range schools? [tis truce that 126 
county agents or assistants and 20 
vocational agriculture teachers have 
“oraduated” from this school. Here 
are some of the things they have done 
in their counties 

1. Conducted range schools of their 
own combining Class and ficld work 
2. Advised ranchmen on range 
management problems with many 
more ranches stocked on a sustained 
forage vicld basis 

3. ‘Trained 4-11 and PEA bovs on 
plant grass identification and 
management 

4. Made displays of forage plants 
with grazing value for field days and 
exhibits 

5. Conducted brush control demon 
strations combined with proper stock 
ing or deferred grazmg for maximum 
benefits. 

6. Preached the principles of sound 
range management

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A TEXAN PIONEERS .. . 


Arthur Harral, Jr. Undertakes 
Big Scale Ranching in Missouri 


By LEE DRYDEN GOANS 


IN 'THIS jet powered and atomic age 
it is gratifying to know that there are 
still pioneers left in other fields 
some who are willing to attempt a 
ranching project which requires plan 
ning and just plain hard labor, 

One of them is Arthur G. Harral, 
Jr., 35, of the Hat A Ranch, 165 miles 
southwest of San Angelo, ‘Texas. This 
camest young sheep rancher last year 
started pioneering the imdustry im 
the Ozarks on a large scale. Having 
formed a 10-year plan for the success 
of his venture and knowing exactly 
what he wanted Mir. Harral pun 
chased 1,500 acres, located about 18 
miles east of Lebanon, Missoun, off 
Highway 32 

The land has nine springs, part of 
the property frontage runs along the 
Osage Fork of the Gasconade River 
and Murrell Creek crosses the ground, 
assuring adequate water supply at all 
times. The acreage consists of fields, 
valleys and hills, with plenty of tim 
ber and no few sprouts. The land was 
selected deliberately, as Mr. Harral 
and his wife drove over 5,000 miles 
including most of Mussoun, before 
deciding on location for their 
Ozarks sheep ranch 

As soon as the purchase was ne 
gotiated. Mr. Harral had his land 
surveved, and then hired workmen to 
bulldoze a stnp around the entire 
property. The cleared strip serves a 
two-fold purpose as a land mark and 
a fire cleanng 


Next he had a_ wolf-proof fence 
crected around the property. ‘The 
fence consists of 48-inch woven wire, 
topped by two rows of barbed wir 
Around the bottom is a 24-inch width 
of woven wire, place flat on the 
ground outside and attached to the 
bottom of the vertical woven wire 
Mr. Harral also had to have a road 
constructed through the property to 
permit entrance of feed and hauling 
trucks, 

Since then he has divided the land 
into) numerous — large pasture - pens, 
some of them containing a spring and 
lambing houses. With the work not 
vet complete, he has used over 4,000 
chemically treated posts. ‘Trees fur 
nish plenty of shade and there 1s 
ample pasturage. The sheep even cat 
the ragweeds, which are the bane of 
those who suffer from havfever 

He has recently completed a large 
new 25’x60" bam, which will storc 
over 55 tons of hay in the loft. The 
barn is on a hillside with an open 
side facing downhill into the timber 
Part way down the hill is a small 
pond. ‘There is a cutting chute at the 
barn, with a two-way gate leading into 
a large corral 

Mr. Harral raises purebred Ram 
bouillet sheep and now has 750 head 
of them on the place, moving them 
here from the ranch in ‘Texas. There 
are also 350 Angora goats contented], 
grazing on the ranch. 

His sheep are from the flock known 


in the wool mdustry as the Anderson 
Rambouillets. ‘The flock was started 
by Ins great uncle, Arthur G. Ander 
son, widely known and respected in 
Texas and throughout the southwest. 
It is now 90 vears old and has never 
been crossbred. 

Mr. Harral disapproves cross- 
breeding. “Impure bloodlines 
the quality of the wool and cuts the 
price received by the grower,” he said. 
He contends that sheep do not cross 
breed easily, consequently producing 
a mixture of coarse and fine wool on 
the animals in the same flock 

“The practice is unsound business, 
since a premium price is paid on the 
market for anv wool classed above 
64's. The mixed product brings a poor 
price,” Mr. Harral said. He « a mem- 
ber and booster of the ‘Texas Sheep 
& Goat Raisers’ Association, and like 
Ins father, a student of the sheep and 
wool industry 

He chose hilly land rather than 
level fields, to help combat mtestinal 
parasites, footrot and other diseases 
common to sheep im the area. His 
property does have some level fields, 
but instead of farming them, he plans 
to plant about 100 acres to wheat for 
winter pasturage. Instead of drench 
ing his sheep often, which runs into 
real labor, he mixes his salt with 10 
per cent phenothiazine powder and 
keeps it before his sheep all the time. 

As part of Ins plan, Mr. Harral 
plans to use a chemical spray to kill 
out unwanted sprouts and weeds. A 
new-type saw developed in southeast 
cm ‘Texas where the terrain resembles

the Ozarks, will be used to cut the 
sprouts off at ground level. The saw, 
which fastens on a tractor, will cut 
sprouts up to four inches in diameter 
and windrow them to one side 

No fertilizer will be used, but the 
chemical will be used cach vear. Mi 
Harral said the experiment had prov- 
ed very successful, when carried out 
at ‘Texas A&M College. At the end of 
the third vear the treated land vicld 
ed up to $5 per cent weed-free nat 
ural grasses. During the vears the land 
is being treated, no livestock is allow 
ed to pasture on it 

He likes chemical clearing much 
better than the bulldozing method, 
which he said kills native grasses and 
turns rocks up to the surface. ‘The 
method is also much more expensive 
than the chemical treatment 

Meantime, Mr. Harral has pur 
chased 55 tons of alfalfa hay in north 
Missoun, and 13 tons of 20 per cent 
protem cubes from a local dealer to 
insure ample rations for his flocks 
during the coming winter 

When asked about the Hat A 
brand, which his flocks do not carry, 
Mr. Harral replied, “the brand is reg- 
istered and inherited and is now own 
ed by my father, who will continue 
its exclusive use during his lifetime.” 

With all the hard work and effort 
he is putting into his venture, it seems 
very likely Mr. Harral will find his 
10-vear plan crowned with success 
And, in addition to the Herculean 
task he has set for himself, Mr. Har 
ral has agreed to work with Laclede 
County Agent Frank Wright, at Le 
banon, in perfecting out an improve- 
ment plan for interested owners of 
other flocks in the county

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“TAIL-END” CALVES THIS FALL 


:—_ going to be plenty of feeder calves 
available this fall with better-quality calves mov- 
ing to both the butcher and the feeder. But it may 
be a much different story for the “‘tai/-enders”’ 

in fact there may be little, if any, demand for them. 


If these tail-end calves sell at all, they will 
probably have to go at a sacrifice. And this year 
more of the spring calf crop may fall in the 
tail-end group, because feeder buyers are likely 
to be more choosey. 


I’m speaking of calves weighing between 225 
Ibs. and 350 Ibs., and falling into the low grades. 
Late-dropped calves might fall in this group, too. 


So the question is, “What to do?” Purina’s Fat 
Calf Feeding Program offers a solution to this 
grave problem.

TEXAS ranchers are now their 
third year of severe drouth. In the 
worst drouth area there has not been

Experiment Station show 26 pounds 
of grass produced per acre in 195] 
and none in 1952 or 1953. 

Total rainfall at the station for the 


past 242 years has been: 1951, 6.13 
inches; 1952, 6.91 inches and the 
past six months of 1953, 3.17 inches 
as Compared to a normal average rain- 
fall of 24 inches annually. Rains have 
been very light, and broken by long 
dry periods. A few annual weeds have 
germinated and made a little growth, 


but there has not been enough 
moisture to grow grass 
Such conditions have raised the 


question, “How much of my grass is 
still alive, and how long will it take 
for the ranges to after the 
drouth breaks?”

In normal years curly mesquite 
grass has comprised about 77% of all 
grass ground cover on the Experiment 


Station. Under drouth conditions 
rates of stocking have affected its 
survival as follows:

One ammal unit, for the purpose 
of this study, is equal to 1 cow or 6 
sheep or 6 goats. 

On the deferred rotation pastures 
the plants were more vigorous than on 
pastures stocked year long. In three 
weeks from the time of the first 
watering some plants on these pas- 
tures had produced runners up to 18 
inches long, several of which had 
rooted at the nodes and established 
new plants. 

The study was made on plots which 
were established on all pastures of the 
station. The curly mesquite grass 
plots were placed on soils which in 
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normal years support relatively pure 
stands of curly mesquite. Plots for 
other grasses were set up as the plants 
were encountered. The grasses were 
then counted, and water was applied 
in an amount equivalent to three 
inches of natural precipitation, fol- 
lowed one week later by an additional 
142 inches. All moisture was held on 
the plots until absorbed by the 


ground. Plants which did not green 
up in two weeks were considered 
dead. 


Observations on infiltration rates, 
made in conjunction with the survival 
studies, showed that the rapidity of 
absorption of water by the 
varied greatly with the amount. of 
litter present on the ground. The rate 
of intake on two types of soils, when 
all plots were averaged, was found to 
be as follows:

Figures 1, 2 and 3 show the rela 
tive conditions of litter and vegeta 
tion on plots in loose soil for threc 
rates of stocking 

Ihe study brought out that a 
definite relationship existed between 
soil type and grass survival. On rela- 
tively loose, deep soil, 17% of the 


curly mesquite plants were found 
alive, while on loose, shallow’ soils 
only 5% were found alive. Tight, 


somewhat gravelly soil had 13% of 
live mesquite grass plants, while loose 
soil of approximately the same depth 
had only 5% survival. The highest 
survival for all the grasses was found 
on broken, stony soils where the 
bunch grasses predominate. On_ this 
soil type the survival rate of curly 
mesquite was considerably higher 
than on soils where it grew in rela- 
tively pure stands. 

Of the grasses observed, side oats 
grama appeared to be the most drouth 
resistant. The only losses resulted

The breed developed from 
approximately %4 Ramboutllet, 1-5 
Lincoln and some Corriedale breed 
ing. The best characteristics from the 
three breeds were intensified in the 
larghee.

highly popular for farm flocks. The 
ewes are good mothers and produce 
strong and vigorous lambs. Selection 
for wool qualities -has resulted in a 
dense, high yielding 42 bleod fleece, 
making a very saleable product 
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areas of tight, shallow soils. Silver 
bluestem also suffered termite damage, 
but some of these plants were found 
to have died in rocky soils’ where 
termites were not present 

Needle grass suffered a heavy death 
loss in all pastures and on all soil 
tvpes, but the kill was greatest on the 
pasture stocked heavily with cattle 
alone. 

The heaviest loss im curly mesquite 
was on the pasture which was stocked 
at a heavy rate with sheep onh 

Some desirable grass species were 
either too sparse or too short for 
initial counting, and plots were not 
set up for them. In watering the 
established plots, however, some of 
these grasses — namely little bluestem, 
pinhole bluestem, ‘Texas wintergrass 
and fall witchgrass incidentally re 
ceived moisture and responded. All 
appeared vigorous and no dead plants 
were observed 


There is very little buffalo grass in 
this area, but of the several plots 
watered, enough plants responded to 


make rapid and complete recover 


Most of the curly mesquite plants 
still living have verv weak root 
systems and can be uprooted with 
slight pressure, particularly loos¢ 
soils. Deer grazing the study plots 
are pulling up many of the plants, 
despite the lightness with which deer 
nip foliage. It can therefore readily be 
seen that cattle and sheep would 
destroy more of the surviving grass, 
since in grazing they tend to crop 
entire plants while deer take only a 
leaf here and there. 


Although the survival rate in curly 
mesquite appears to be alarmingly 
low, there is no reason te believe that 
curly mesquite flats will not grass over 
in the event of rain. Out of 72 one 
square-foot plots studied, 51 had at 
least one hve plant of curly mesquite, 
while out of four-square-foot 
plots, 63 had at least one live plant 
At the end of two weeks a few of the 
more firmly established of these 
plants had produced runners as much 
as 1S inches long, which were rooting 
it the nodes and forming new plants 
Under such conditions the remaining 
grass should be adequate to 
establish a cover, providing it is not 
grazed too heavily for the first several 
weeks after growth is begun

THE STOCKMAN who requires 
great quantities of forage and who has 
only a limited amount of cultivated 
land, with irrigation or in a high 
rainfall area, might do well to look 
into the production of Napiergrass 
also known as “elephant” grass 

Napiergrass (Pennisetum purpur 
cum) is a deep-rooted perennial, with 
a tough, coarse crown. It spreads 
rapidly by means of short, thick root 
stalks to form plants as much as four 
feet across by the end of the third 
vear. ‘The stems are large and succu 
lent and produce numerous leaves two 
fect or more long and about one and 
one-half inches wide. 

Under good growing conditions 
the stems may reach 12 
in height at maturity. Seed heads arc 
often produced, but viable sced has 
been produced at San Antomo onh 
once in 13. vears. Because the plant 


fect or more 


docs not normally produce seed, it 
must be propogated by using the 
stems or “canes” much im the same 
manner as sugar canc 

Ihe outstanding thing 
grass is the tremendous 
feed it can be made to produce 
Under heavy fertilization and with 
imple imgation, green weight vields 
per acre of 100 to 150 tons per year 
can easily be grown 

Phere is a small acreage of Napier 
grass at Uvalde which is three vears 
old. ‘This field was clipped May 1, 
1953. The green weaght vield was 50 
tons per acre. On June 12 the same 
was cut agam and yielded 11 
tons green weight from that 42-day 
period.

In the Hawauan Islands Napier 
grass 18 an important forage crop 
Season yields of as much as 200 tons 
of green weight per acre are common 
when the grass is grown under 60 
imches or more of rainfall per vear. As 
reported the 1948 USDA Year 
book, one dairy in the Islands  pro- 
duces most of the forage for 500 cows 
on 35 acres of Napiergrass put down 
as ensilage cach vear. ‘This represented 
150 tons per acre. 

In spite of its vigor, Napiergrass is 
said to be unable to withstand con 
tinuous grazing. It is normally utilized 
either in the form of ensilage, or cut 
green and fed directly in bunkers to 
cattle. Cut at the proper stage of

Phe method of planting is simph 
to make shallow furrows about six feet 
apart, lay the stems or canes end to 
cnd m the furrow, and to cover with 
not more than one-half inch of soil 
Shallow covermg of the canes is ex 
tremely important. About 7,000 linear 
feet of canes will be required for one 
ACT 

Watermg should follow immediate 
ly, and the planting should be irngat 
ed thereafter as often as necessary. to 
keep the ground moist until sprouts 
from the jomts appear. Whole canes 
are used, and it is not necessary. to 
strip off the leaves. It was previously 
thought that only mature canes were 
suitable to plant, but we have learned 
now that stems big cnough to cut as 
feed are old cnough to use as planting 
material. When available for use, root 
stalks also make 
material. 

Present experience indicates that 
when harvested the plants should be 
cut low to the ground, that cuttings 
can be made carly in May, July and 
September, and that the growth fol 
Jowmg the September harvest should 
be allowed to stand untouched until 
after frost. There is evidence to show 
that if not given cnough time to 
recover before frost from the last cut 
ting, plant vigor is greatly reduced 
the following vear. Perhaps im the Rio 
Grande Valley a fourth harvest could 
safely be taken. 

Most of the drv fall growth remain 
ing after frost as readily utilized by 
cattle. This was found to be true even 
if they had considerable choice of 
They pick off 


excellent planting 


several grasses available 
all the leaves reach, then 
straddle the stems and walk them 
down to get at the remaming leaves 
‘They also eat many of the stems whik 
doing this. In one instance, canes were 
chopped in the winter and used to 
supply dry roughage 
on oats. 

During the first vear of growth har 
vest should be delayed until about 
September to give the plants time to 
become well established. Beginning 
the second vear of growth, fertilizer 


within 


to cattle grazing 
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should be apphed in February or earh 
March at rates not less than the equi- 
valent of 300 pounds of ammonium 
nitrate, 500 pounds of superphosphate, 
and 125 pounds of 60 per cent 
munate of potash per acre, and the 
same amounts should follow the first 
and second cuttings if highest vields 
are expected. At current prices this 
means a fertilizer cost of nearly SSO 
per acre annually, but only amounts 
to about 55 to 50 cents per ton of 
green feed produced. Each ton con 
tains about 250 pounds of total 
digestible nutnents 

Although Napiergrass has been 
growimg under drv land conditions im 
the San Antonio SCS Nursery since 
1941, it is not recommended that it 
be planted except Ingh rainfall 
areas at least 45 inches per veat 
or where ungation can be provided 
No. diseases or serious insect pests 
have been noted to date on this grass 
though plant lice sometimes feed on 
the leaves. Six selections made at the 
University of Hawaii were placed in 
the San Antomo Nursery in 1953, 
but it is too early vet to sav whether 
or not one of them may prove superior 
to the present accession from Africa 
Although Naprergrass will withstand 
ibout the same degree of cold as 
buffelgras present imdication 
that its chief value in VPexas will 
southward of a line cast and wes 
through San Antomo. ‘This is not 
ncant to unply it cannot be grown in 
imore northerly location, but highest 
forage viclds will naturally be realized 
where the frost-free period is long 

Napiergrass has been known in the 
United States for many years, but ons 
recently has it been regarded in ‘Texas 


as a source of cheap feed for use in 
inmigated arcas. Some details of man 
agement of older stands are not 
known. For instance, as the plant 
crown cnlarges and the number. of 
stubs of old stems imerease, it is cer 
tam that a higher and higher mowing 
level will develop. From time to time, 
possibly cach winter, it may be neces 
sary to beat off the old stubs with a 
honzontal-blade brush beater back to 
a level that will agam permit low 
mowing with a conventional mower

As they 
graze and grow, the fibers or fleece 
are extruded through the follicles of 
their skin, feeding upon air and sun 
hght, danking in the moisture of the 
atmosphere 


There are literally many hundreds 
of different breeds of these Ovi care 
fully cross-bred by man over the long 
ages to produce fibers of the proper 
cdhiameter and length, the correct soft 
ness, and the needed pristine whit 
ness to make the fabrics, the felts and 
the knitted products he desires. Th 
result as that today Wo comes 
into the market cach vear in the ex 
act sizes needed for specific yarns 
and fabnes. It comes im lengths and 
degrees of strength which are adapted 
to sheer fabrics, heavy fabrics, soft 
and crisp fabric In fact, Fiber Wis 
produced on a tailormade basis by tts 
meek, living spimmerets to meet. the 
changmeg fashions and whims of man 
whom has served so. faithfully so 
long 

The history of the Ovis anes, of 
the order of the Ruminantia, which 
arc today’s sheep, the bearer of Fibe: 
Wis lost in the abyss of time. They 
are cousins of the deer, the antelope, 
and the musk ox. Fragments which 
have been found indicate thev wer 
companions to man as early the 
Pleistocene cra. ‘Thev fed him, hous 
ed him and clothed him. Man first 
used the hairs of the aboriginal ovis 
as felt, having discovered that the heat 
of his hands combined with pressure 


locked the hair into a solid ma 
When he began to spin and weave 
no one knows, but it was one of the 
carliest of his handicrafts 

The ovi ruminantia began thei 
lives im Central Asia. There was a 
time, they sav, when the ancestors of 
today’s sheep roamed the plains of 
our own continent, crossing by way 
of the Bering Strait. Tt was this same 
pathway which sent the camel family 
northward from Amenca mto Asia, 
ind southward to the peaks of the 
Andes mountains to escape oncoming 
glaciers which ushered m the ice age 
The results are dromedanes and the 
Bactrian two-humped camels of Asia, 
and the Llama, Alpaca, Guanaco and 
Vicuna of the Peruvian highlands 

Crossbreeding Began 
Karly In History 

Man carly began to cross breed the 
hairy animals which were the prim 
twe ovi. He bred out the hairs and 
the discolorations, gradually develop 
ig what is today Fiber Wo the golden 
fleece of mankind. ‘The Israchtes were 
the world’s greatest shepherds. ‘Then 
flocks were immense. ‘Their breeds 
and crossbreeds were the pride and 
the wealth of their tnbes. The wom 
en of the Israehtes, and indeed of 
the known world, were employed con 
stantly and virtuously when, the 
Old ‘Testament declares, “she laveth 
her hands to the distaff."'2) So im 
portant were the sheep of Asia Minot 
that they early became rehgious sym 
bols of great and holy import, a tra 
dition borrowed by the western world 
of Christianity

their civilizations, had access to sheep 
of all the known world, and selected 
and cross bred those which grew. the 
finest fleeces. As the Roman I Inpire 
made its way from the Mediterranean 
to the Danube, the Romans and the 
colomes which they created scattered 
sheep throughout Europe, making 
spinning and weaving the labor of all 
women of the Roman world. 

It is said to have been the Romans 
who crossed the ‘Varrentine sheep of 
the Roman province of ‘Tarraconensis 
in what is now Spain with the Lao 
dicean sheep of Asia Minor produc 
ing the greatest sheep of all time, the 
Mermo. ‘The Moors during their 
dominance of Spain, improved the 
breed after it had deteriorated, and 
for hundreds of vears the wealth of 
Spam was built upon the Merino. It 
was guarded as the greatest of nation 
al treasures, and death was the pen 
alty for trafficking ‘Megally with the 
fleece of the animal. On the occa 
sions Of intermarriage of Spanish roy 
alty with other European rulers it was 
the custom to present a few of these 
sheep as marnage gift Thus, the 
Mermo im various degrees of cross 
breeds, were spread across europe 
Eventually they came into the United 
States with the Spanish Conquista 
dors by wav of Mexico, and into New 
england with our early colonists 

hor generations Spain remained the 
sole or chief producer of the world’s 
finest Fiber W The Order of the 
Golden Fleece, one of the most dis 
tinguished of all orders, was a tribute 
to the Mermo. Ferdinand and Isa 
bella pawned the tax mcome from the 
revenues to finance the 
age of Columbus which discovered 
America 


Meanwhile England, to which 
sheep first had been brought by the 
Phoenicians, was slowly building up 
through the Middle Ages, a wool- 
growing and woolweaving industry 
which was to be the foundation. of 
her riches and her fame as a world 
power. ‘This is an epic of its own, 
begmning with the extinction of 
wolves by Edward the Elder in the 
Fenth Century and continuing on 
ward to that period from the Sixteenth 
to the Twentieth Century when Eng- 
land was the greatest grower of wool 
and the greatest weaver of woolens the 
world had ever known. Elizabeth, 
when queen, decreed that the Lord 
Chancellors of England should. sit 
upon the woolsack and that nobles 
should take the oath of fealtv to. the 
crown knecling upon a woolsack, to 
remind them that the power of Eng 
land was built upon wool 


Manv Laws Governed 
Wool Industries 


There is a vast body of laws and 
roval decrees governing the ancient 
wool industries of England. Words, 
terms and whole sentences which are 
now a basic part of the English Jan 
guage were devised to describe and 
control the marketing of wool, or its 
processing. The Merchant Adventur 
ers Of England were organized first to 
traffic im woolen goods with the Rus 
sans and the ‘Turks. ‘The Cistercian 
Monks in 1193 ransomed King Rich 
ard T with wool when he was captured 
by John Duke of Austria on returning 
from the Crusades. It was the Cister 
cain Monks who preserved the sheep 
during the dark days of the Middle

Ages, when they were the prey of 
disorder and wolves 

As the centunes rolled by, Spain 
lost her dominance as a grower of 
that aristocrat of all sheep, the Span 
ish Mermo. ‘The center of weaving 
moved from Flanders to England 

In far off South Atnca there was 
a Governor of the Dutch Province 
named Phillips, who had received a 
gift of a small number of ewes and 
rams from famous Escurial Merimo 
flock of Spain. When Governor Phil 
lips left for Europe, they were pur 
chased by Captam Gordon, a 
Dutch-born military man otf Scotch 
ancestry. He failed to stop the land 
ing of the English at Capetown and 
committed suicide. His flock was 
bought by English sea captain 
bound for Australia. He in turn sold 
them to an Australian settler and ex 
army officer, named Captam Mac 
Arthur. 

Phis was probably one of the most 
historic events im the long saga of 
the ovis ruminantia. For these few 
sheep, a half dozen or so, are the 
progenitors of the famous Austrahan 
Mermo which has carried to a new 
high peak the glittering perfection of 
Fiber W The Australian Mermo ts 
todav the standard of the world, just 
as Australia is the greatest wool grow- 
ing nation in the world. [ts soft and 
fine fleece is the raw material of the 
world’s fashions in woolen and worsted 
fabrics 

South Africa still produces equally 
fine and highly prized Merino wools, 
under the trade name of “Cape 
Wools.” Thev find a wide use in this 
country and throughout the world 
New Zealand produces a wide variety 
of wooly which have blazed their own 
trail to fame. ‘They are principally of 
medium and carpet grades — the wools 
which make the tweeds, the blankets, 
the decorative fabrics and carpets 1 
quired by the expanding population 
of the earth to minister to ther needs 
and their comfort 


The largest user of fine fleeces of 
Fiber the United States. For 
the empire of woolen manutacturing 
has continued to move westward dur 
ing the Twentieth Century. Within 
the past decade the United States has 
become the largest user of wools in 
the world. It is the largest importer 
of the world’s wool chips. It as. the 
largest producer of wool and part wool 
fabrics for apparel, upholstery and 
drapenes, rugs and carpets. Unfortu 
nately within the past decade the 
United States has fallen trom its proud 
position as the second to Australia as 
the most important grower of fine 
apparel wools in the world to a point 
where it) must now import 
mately 75 per cent of its annual con 
sumption for apparel. [t has always 
imported all of its wool requirements 
for rugs and carpets. These require 
ments have mereased 80 per cent im 
the past ten vears 


The United States 
Takes Vhe Lead 

\t the present time the United 
States consumes annually approxi- 
mately one bilhon pounds ot wool as 
it comes from the sheep at an average 
total cost of STOO milhon. Per capita 
consumption of wool im this country 
has shown an amazing increase of 54 
per cent since the mid-thirties as 


agaist an increase of LO per cent in 
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the nation’s population and a de 
crease Of 6 per cent im wool consump 
thon im the rest of the world. ‘The 
American wool] textile industry com 
prises some S29 establishments engag 
ed cither in the complete conversion 
of wool into fabrics, or partial Conver 
ion through scouring, spimning, wear 
ing, or ether processes In 1952 these 
industries cmploved some 120,000 
persons who camed an average of 
more than $62 weekly. or in excess of 
$375 millon annualh 

The value of the products produced 
by the industry in 1952 was approxi 
mately one and one-half bilhon dol 
lars. These were converted mto ap 
pare] and household fabrics having a 
retail value of more than $5 bilhon 
annually Conversion of wool and 
part wool] textiles into clothing en 
gages the major portion of the highly 
paid labor of 325,000 men and wom 
en in the apparel trades with a total 
annual wage of approximately $550 
million 


In addition to this enormous do 
mestic production and the empire of 
capital and wages which it represents, 
the United States imported in 1952 
over 20 milhon square vards of wool 
textiles worth more than $40 milhon 

Fach year, as our population con 
tinues to grow and our living stand 
ards reach higher levels, our textile re 
quirements increas The need for 
more wool grows apace, because of 
all the miracles performed the 
world of synthetic fibers there hsa 
been no miracle of sufficient stature 
to produce a rival to Wonder Fiber 
W. The miracle if any, is that the 
new svnthetic fibers at the outset of 
their careers are blending eagerly with 
woo] 4 per cent, and more, of it 
to remedy their own deficiencies and 
to obtain the great exclusive qualities 
of wool. ‘The chef claim to public 
acceptance made on behalf of these 
fibers in blends with ancient but al 
wavs young wool, is that they look, 
thev feel, thev tailor, and they behave 
like woolens and worsteds. They arc 
all described glowingly im terms tra 
ditional to wool. The sole difference 
between the all wool and part wool 
fabric, invisible to the eve, but re 
vealed by touch and drape during 
wear is that the latter contains fi 
bers other than wool. No one has vet 
been brash enough to state that this 
difference in drape, tailorability and 
touch is an improvement or even 
equals that of the pure wool fabric 


Wool Blends Are Age-Old 
Thus, before the echoes of triumph 
over the appearance of the new acn 
lic, polyamide and_ polyester fibers 
have died away they have already be 
come blending fibers with wool. They 


have jomed the other fibers, cotton 
silk, rayon, reprocessed and_ re-used 
wool which have for generations 
merged themselves with virgin wool 

sometimes to obtain certain effect 
but generally te duce costs which 
permit mass sales in lower price levels 

Science today is alwavs busy 
seeking the most useful and most 
beautiful fabrics which can be devised 
bv blending wool with other fiber 
Except where certain novelti vith 
limited use ire MINX 
ture of other fibers with wool add 


habilities, bevond any advantages that 
result. Fiber Wim its undiluted 
remains, as alwavs, the hallmark of 
quality service, beauty, protection 
and. satety 


The future of the new synthetic 
fibers, used either alone in fabrics o1 
in blends with wool and other fibers, 
depends upon fundamental factors to 
which answers are still bemg sought 
In blends with wool many pertinent 
tephes must be found to the inquiric 
being made by textile manufacturers, 
retail merchants and the public 


In what weights, textures and in 
what types of fabric are the new mix 
tures most practical and useful? What 
percentage of the new “mniracle” fi 
bers mixed with wool gives best sers 
ice? Which of these new fibers blend 
most successfully with wool and other 
fibers? 

All of them are said to have “mura 
ulous” qualities which are superior to 
the qualities of other fibers. On one 
fact there seems to be more and more 
general agreement. ‘This is that by 
utilizing the great and exclusive prop 
ertics of wool the outer clothing fab 
rics Which can be made in_ thes 
blends are supenor to fabnes mad 
entirely of the new fibers 


Thus. Fiber W, the golden fleece 


of mankind, whose history begat 


ili 
unrecorded time and which has con 
tinued in the and deserts, the Inigh 
mountains and the lonely sheep camp 
of the world, throughout the long 
ages, remains one of mans. great 
sources of wealth and of comfort 
Without it as a covering he could 
not continue to dwell in health and 
comfort outside the soft climates of 
the world in peacetime and he could 
not successfully defend himself in the 
event of war, as history has repeatedly 
proved. Fiber watched other 
fibers come and go and has alway 
shared generously with them its mul 
tiplex properties as it 1s sharing them 
now with the new fibers that came 
so suddenly upon us as “miracles 
but which can only remaim as mun 
dane raw materials for fabrics if they 
contribute to man’s growing needs 


and to his preferences

Native Plants That 
You Will Enjoy 


PECAN (Hicoria pecan f all the 
beautiful and valuable trees, none is 
more worthy of praise than is the 
Pecan, ‘Texas’ Official ‘Tree, as de 
ignated by the State Legislature in 
1919. Doubtless the sentiment that 
led to its official adoption was due to 
the request of Governor James Hogg 
that a pecan tree be planted at his 
grave. 

The name was said to have been 
taken from an American Indian word, 
‘pacan,”” which was used by the In 
dians to designate any nut so hard it 
had to be cracked by using a stone. 

Long before it was christened the 
State ‘Tree, the pecan has been an 
important asset of the Lone Star area. 
Fossils of the tree indicate it was 
growing during the cretaccous period, 
and today in Texas there are 
than 100,000,000 producing pecan 
trees, most of them in their natural 
state. 

It is alleged that DeSoto discover 
ed the first pecan tree when he reach 
ed the Mississippi River in 1541 
Thomas Jefferson took the first pecan 
trees from the Mississippi Valley to 
Virginia and gave some of them to 
Washington, who planted 
them in 1775, and three of the trees 
are still to be seen at Mount Vernon. 

Because of its shade value, its 
beauty, and the quality of the nuts, 
the pecan is doubtless the fimest of all 
American nut trees for roadsicdk plant 
ing wherever soil and climate permit 
its growth.

price during the year m which the 
sale is made even though the entire 
remaming balance may be due and 
payable during the next succeeding 
vear. In other words the 30° limita 
tion applies only to the year in which 
the sale is made. The spread of the 
taxable amount is proportionate: thus, 
if 25% of the sale price is collected 
25% of the income or profit must be 
declared. ‘The tax will be computed 
according to the law of the vear in 
which the collection is made rather 
than according to the law of the vear 
in which the sale is made 

We intend in a subsequent issue to 
present some thoughts on sales and 
exchanges and on operating loss carry 
backs and carry-overs, but at this time 
we wish merely to point out that the 
50% deduction from from 
long term capital gains (as well as cer 
tain other deductions, including per 
centage depletion allowance) is to be 
added back to the vear’s income from 
which it was deducted in the case of 
either vear if the net operating loss 
carrv-back or carry-over deduction is 
sought
